WRIGHTSTOWN (N. J.) Jan. 7. 
Newspapers printed in Italian, by 
the Germans containing fictitious 
news were circulated among the 
Italian soldiers previous to the Aus- 
tro-German drive that overwhelmed 
Northern Italy, and had much to do 
in lessening the resistance of the 
defenders, declares James Whit- 
more, a member of the war council 
of the T. M. C. A., in an address to 
the soldiers at Camp Dix. 

Mr. Whitmore, who recently re- 
turned from Europe, said German 
propagandists had been working 
among the Itallan army three 
months before the big drive. He 
said he had talked with one of the 
Italian officers, formerly a New York 
contractor, who told him he had 
been led to believe the war was 
about over, as representatives of the 
Allies and the Central Powers were 
to meet in Switzerland to talk peace. 

A few days later, he continued. 
2000 Austrians “deserted” from their 
army and came over to the Italian 
army, telling the soldiers that Aus- 
tria Was ready for peace and that if 
their officers should order them to 
shoot at the Italians they would re- 
tus to carry out the orders if the 
Italians made a similar agreement. 

On the day before the drive, the 
newspapers purporting to have come 
from Italian towns, arrived in the 
camp, the speaker said. These pa- 
pers had every indication of having 
been printed “back home, even to 
the usual advertisements. In the pa- 
pers were accounts of women and 
children residing in various parts 
of Italy and French soldiers shoot- 
ing them down. He said the men 
had no way of knowing that these 
papers were part of the German

OF RAILROADS. 


“Freight Clearance” Week is 
Fixed by McAdoo. 


Compensation of Lines Seized 
Under Discussion. 


Committee Hearings Opened 
in House and Senate. 


«(BY AP. DAY 

WASHINGTON, Jan. %7.—Quick 
settlement of exactly what compen- 
sation the Fovernmem is to give the 
railroads so as not t> undermine the 
financial foundations of the country 
was urged today by Alfred P. Thom, 
general counsel for the railroad ex- 
ecutives advisory committee before 
the Senate Interstate Com erce 
Commission. He declared that in 
every case possible the question 
should be settled by agreement 
made between the government and 
the roads. Congress, he contended, 
has no power to fix a basis. The 
railroads, he added, have no inten- 
tion of acting obstructively. 

“We realize,” he said, “that this 
is a time when all the interests of 
the country must make such sac- 
rifices that can be legitimately asked 
of it to ald in the prosecution of the 
war. We believe that the only fair 
or legal means is to find out what 
the value of these properties were 
at the time they were taken over.” 

Mr. Thom declared Congress 
should consider that the railroad 
plants now represent a far greater 
value than during the _— years 
suggested by the President. ' 

Next week has been designated 
Director-General McAdco as “freight 
clearance week.” A special cam- 
paign will be conducted over the 
entire country to induce shippers 
and consignees to unload -‘freight 
cars quickly to relieve railroad con- 
gestion. Mr. McAdoo will issue an 
appeal to Governors, State Ratiroa 
Commissions, city officials and oth- 
ers to assist. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS. 

As the first step in government 
assistance of railroad financing, 
presidents of railroads were re- 
quested by Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner Daniels today to tele- 
graph him immediately the amount 
of capital required for tis year and 
also for the first six months of the 
year. 

This action was taken at the 4i- 
rection of tor-General Me- 
Adoo. Rallroad presidents were 
asked to detail the precise ptr- 
poses for which funds will be need- 
ed to meet maturing securities not 
already provided for, to pay for im- 
provements, betterments and con- 
struction work already contracted for 
or partially finished. Railroads were 
requested also to show what portion 
of improvements already started can 
be stopped now without detriment. 

Another item sought by Commis- 
sioner Daniels is an approximate 
estimate of capital necessary to pro- 
vide for new construction work, 
improvements and betterments, in- 
cluding additional terr.inals and new 
equipment. Presidents were asked 
to specify what part of their finan- 
cial requirements this year are ab- 
solutely necessary for protection of 
property or maintenance of earnings. 

A definite statement also ts sought 
as to the character of securities 
which each company had planned to 
issue. Additional information may 
be sought by the Interetate Com- 
merce Commission or the director- 
general later.

FORMER SOLON | 
OPPOSES WOMEN 


Suffrage Law ‘Attacked on 
Grounds of “Incapacity.” 


Advocates Make Brief Answer 


to Caustic Opposition. 


House Committee Hears Pro 
and Con of Arguments. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Hearings 
on the Federal suffrage amendment 
resolution to be voted on in the 
House Thursday were closed by the 
House Woman Suffrage. Committee 
today after listening to arguments by 
representatives of the National As- 
sociation Opposed ta Woman Suf- 
frage, and final appeals for favorable 
action by officials of the National 
— Woman Suffrage Assocla- 
tion. 

Former Senator Bailey of Texas, 
in @ speech against the resolution, 
contended that women are incapable 
of performing the three principal 
duties of citizenship, military serv- 
ice, Sheriff service and jury serv- 
lee, and should not help enact laws 
which they are incapable of obeying. 
He insisted that the suffragists con- 
stitute a small percentage of the 
women of the country, and added: 

“There are too many ignorant vot- 
ers now, and I would not add to the 
number.” 

Henry A. Wise Wood of New York. 
formerly an advocate of woman suf- 
frage, said women would insist on 
holding offices, invading even Con- 
gress, the Supreme Court and the 
White House, and would succeed in 
unmanning the government and 
blocking the country’s military pro- 
gramme. 

Mrs. James W. Wadsworth, Ir. 
president of the Association Opposed 
to Suffrage, and other speakers de- 
nounced methods used by the suf- 
fragists in their efforts to put the 
resolution through Congress, partic- 
ularly the public demonstrations of 
the militants and threats to opposing 
legislators with political defeat. 

The suffragists. Mrs. Edwin Ford 
of Boston, said, are “well organized, 
overfinanced, and already have a 
split in their ranks.” 

Mre. Carrie Chapman Catt and 
Mr. Maude Wood Park. officers of 
the National American Woman uf 
frage Association, briefly replied, 
saying they wefe before the commit- 
tee to present “facts, not theory.” 

The national association made pub- 
lic tonight a number of telegrams 
and letters advocating the passage 
of the resolution, among them one 
from Theodore Roosevelt. 5 

Because of a crowded court cal- 
endar, argument of the appealed 
cases of ten women convicted of 
picketing the White House were 
postponed until tomorrow.

expedient to divide the eighty-three 

pitchers into three groups. The first 
of these embraces all those who 


pitched at least ten complete games; 


the second, those who participated 


in a minimum of ten games regard- 
less of the length of same, and the 
third comprising all others who took 
part in a championship contest. 

Alexander won the title of lead- 
ing pitcher with an average of least 
runs earned per game of 1.85. Per- 
ritt of New York was a close second 
with 1.88, followed by Schupp with 
1.95. The latter led all others in 
games won and lost with a percent- 
age of .750, this figure representing 
twenty-one winning and seven los- 
ing games. Five of the ten leading 
pitchers were left-handers. + 

The percentage of games won and 
lost is given, with notation of the 
relative position of each pitcher, this 
special record being supplied in or- 
der that comparison may be made 
with the official earned-run rating.

Basing the effectiveness of 
a pitcher solely on games won and 
lost, it would show the champion 
New Yorks heading the list with 
three men—Schupp, Sallee and Per- 
ritt —and in addition two more of its 
pitchers among the first ten. The 
earned-run records, however, show 
in good measure the effectiveness of 
other pitchers, regardless of where 
their respective clubs finished in the 
race. Schneider of Cincinnati, for 
illustration, barely won more games 
than he lost, yet is rated fourth in 
the official standing with an earned- 
run average of 1.97. As far fig- 
ures can tell, he suffered by reason 
of poor fielding support at critical 
stages of some of his games, for fifty- 
three of the 128 runs scored off him 
were made after chances had been 
offered to retire the side. An op- 
Posite case was that of Meadows 
of St. Louis, rated .¢éighth in games 
won and lost and twenty-sixth in 
the official—all due to the fact that 
ninety-one of the ninety-nine runs 
scored off him during the season 
were earned. ;

—— a committee consisting of 
retary John Neydler of the Na- 
tional League, John Foster of New 
York and Walter Hapgood of the 
Boston club, to consult with govern- 
ment officials relative to the pay- 
ment of war taxes on passes to 
baseball games. At the meeting this 
committee was empowered to widen 
its scope and to include the entire 
war tax problem as it will concern 
baseball. 

For the sake of convenience the 
National League originaily desired 
to charge 10 cents war taxes for 
passes. Inasmuch as a pass is rated 
as a 75-cent seat, the government 
officials refused to agree to accept 
more than 10 per cent. of this 
amouné.

WHAT HE SAYS. 


Dr. Evans yesterday made the fol- 
lowing statement: : 

“Five thousand people heard the 
address, and you will not find one 
who can truthfully say that I men- 
tioned the Red Cross Society at all 
The statement that 500 Red Cross 
nurses in France were about to 20 
come mothers” was not made by me. 
I did not refer to Red Cross nurses 
at all, nor was the Red Cross So- 
clety in any Way mentioned or even 
intimated. I was speaking of the 
moral condition of the world in gen- 
eral, and had no reference to any 
specific organization. Such a thought 
never came into my mind. The ad- 
dress was stenographically reported 
by persons present, These reports 
show that there was absolutely no 
jreference to the Red Cross Society. 
The organization was not even men- 
tioned in the remotest way. 

“I took the matter up last night 
before the public audience and 
stated my pott ton with reference to 
the werk of the Red Cross nurses. 
I know of no grander, more heroic, 
self-sacrificing body of women than 
the Red Cross nurses, and when 
victory shall have been achieved by 
the Allies, as it surely will, these 
have played a 
great part in bringing about such 
a giorious result. No one is more 
ardent in his desire to see monstrous 
and treacherous Germany crushed 
so utterly that she will never rise 
again in her military «a inhuman 
despotism. I am pro-Ally through 
and through. I was born in Fus 
land and have been for over twenty 
years an American citizen, and am 
doing my bit to bring about the glo- 
rious Victory which must soon crown 
the efforts of the Allies. Never once 
in all my public ministry before hun- 
@Greds of thousands of people hes 
one sentence ever been uttered by 
me that could be justly construed as 
detrimental to the interests of the 
country, nor will it ever be.”

MEN JAILED 


@RGED with violating the 
' State poison lew, Dr. Alvin 
Shattuck, eye specialist, Joseph 
A. Dockweiler and John Keeting, a 
laborer, were arrested in a raid con- 
ducted by city and State drug in- 


Street last night. 

The trio were taken to Central 
Police Station by Detective Roy 
Jones and Inspector Luckenback, of 
the State Board of Pharmacy. Dr. 
Shattuck was later removed to the 


County Hospital for treatment. 

The raid last night was the result 
of several weeks of observation of 
Dr. Shattuck and his associates The 
officers went the to the residence, 
and when a servant opened the door 
they entered. broke into a room and 
took the three men into custody. 

Spread out on the table, the offi- 
cers say, were several grains of mor- 
phine sulphate, tubes of hervia, and 
cigarettes of marahuana. Dr. Shat- 
,tuck is charged with furnishing the 
drugs to the other two men. In his 


possession were found a hypodermic 
needle and other paraphernalia

Joseph Dockweliler is alleged by 
the officers to be a drug addict and

Hobart Shattuck, on the charge of 
furnishing drugs to a Mrs. Bru- 
backer, a metber of a preminent 
eastern family. According to the 
police, Dr. Shattuck has figured in 
several notabie drug cases in Los An- 
geles, and at one time, u woman at- 
tempted to kill herself in his office, 
the police say, because he refused to 
furnish her with a drug. ’ 

Dr. Shattuck's drug forms are sald 
by. the police to show that, since 
December 24, 1917, he has purchased 
five one-eighth ounce bottles of mor- 
phine sulphate and two tubes of 
heroin.

HAT the regulatory work of 
the California State Rallroad 
_ Commission will go forward as 
usual, under the new government 
regime, and will not be curtailed, 
unless by direct order of William

A prominent Chicago packer, who is 
spending the winter at Pasadena, says that 
the meat supply of the country will be 
ample, providing all waste is eliminated. 
There is little qhestion that the problem of 
waste has never been studied and dealt with 
in America in the past as it ig being con- 
sidered now and as it doubtless will be 
dealt with in the future. Economists and 
conservationists may howl themselves 
hoarse, and food administrators may be ap- 
pointed world without end to little purpose 
unless the people of 
down to business and cooperate with the 
government in the endeavor to economize. 
We must do more than merely sign food 
pledges. We must actually strive to elim- 
inate the waste of food in our homes. The 
inconsistency of living one day on a cent 
head of lettuce and next day spending $10 
for a feast that leaves the mind muddled 
and the liver sluggish and that impairs 
one’s efficiency for a week, would be humor- 
ous if it were not pathetic, or rather dis- 
gusting. 

There are four ways in which people fail 
in the conservation of the food supply. One 
way ig the failure to cultivate all the lend 
available for crops-—-for certainly there can 
be no conservation of that which has not 
been produced; another is our inefficient 
method of. distribution, the problem of 
which is now being carefully studied by ex- 
perts; another is by insisting on purchasing 
u great quantity of food at the expense of 
quality, which means a useless tax on the 
pocketbook and a drug on the human sys- 
tem; and still another way is by buying 
more food than is needed, which means that 
a portion of the purchase must be thrown

sumption. The firet two methods (or rather 
lack of methods! that make for waste can 
be, and are deins, remedied by legislation 
and by educational campaigns among pro- 


‘ducers; the last two can only be remedied 


by the great body of consumers. It would 
be well for us all to take a lessen from na- 
ture, which is always generous, bountiful 
and wholesome, but never extravagent or 
wasteful, Every growing thing, trom vipiet 
to oak, appropriates to itself from soil and 
sun and air exactly the amount of vitalizing 
substance which it requirés for its subsist- 
ence and its growth, and never one atom 
more than is needed. Our ideas and efforts 


slong economical lines must not be consid- 


ered merely as War measures, but must be 
studied and enlarged upon and extended and 
inculested into the minds of the young until 
they shal] have become a very part of our 
national life. If, in countries where the 
population is three and four times as great 
as in the United States, the people manage 
to make a living almost entirely from the 
soil, eating little or no meat (and they do) 
there is no danger of anything resembling 
a famine in America if the legislators, the 
producers, the bankers and business men 
and the great body of consumers are willing 
to cooperate in the study and practice of 
the simple and fundamental principles of 
economy.
